BEST  OF SPORTS 

Only  two  teams  were  successful  in  taking  league  championships  this  year.  Perhaps  the  most  exciting 
was  the  varsity  basketball  season.  Coached  by  Jerry  Miller,  the  boys  basketball  team  was  undefeated  in 
league  and  gained  the  title  thus  becoming  the  first  varsity  basketball  team  to  do  this  (being  undefeated 
in  league).  The  team  went  on  to  play  at  the  North  Coast  Playoffs  at  St.  Mary's  College  where  their 
season  ended  after  the  second  game  of  the  playoffs.  Reynold  Chevarella  was  named  captain  and  Matt 
Wilgenbush  was  MVP.  Matt  also  made  All-League  and  was  named  to  the  North  Coast  Tournament 
Team. 

Taking  the  other  league  championship  was  the  jv  softball  team  coached  by  Rich  Barrios.  It  was  the 
first  time  in  Liberty's  history  that  the  girls' jv  softball  team  was  undefeated  in  league  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row. 

Also  in  the  spotlight  of  the  North  Coast  arena  was  some  of  Liberty's  best  wrestlers.  Senior  Eddie 
Shelton  had  his  best  season  and  was  captain  and  Co  MVP  along  with  Tony  Darone.  Shelton  took  first  in 
league  and  fifth  at  the  North  Coast  Section,  winning  three  tournaments.  Tony  Darone  took  first  in 
league  in  his  weight  class  and  also  took  third  at  the  North  Coast  Section  as  a  freshman.  Darone  won  five 
tournaments  during  the  season  with  a  34-4-1  record.  For  the  j  vs,  Darren  Williams  and  Robert  Vargas 
were  both  Co  MVP  and  both  won  the  championship,  going  undefeated.  The  team  took  third  in  league 
and  placed  in  the  top  15  at  North  Coast.  They  won  the  Livermore  Tournament. 

The  varsity  girls  basketball  team  racked  up  20  wins  and  was  able  to  go  on  to  the  North  Coast  Playoffs 
at  St.  Mary's  College,  with  an  at  large  berth.  Valerie  Poerio  and  Debbie  Geyser  were  named  Co  MVP  and 
captains  were  Diana  Brandt  and  Geyser.  Poerio  made  the  second  East  Bay  Team  while  Geyser  went  on 
to  the  first  East  Bay  Team. 

The  varsity  volleyball  team,  led  by  Coach  Linda  Ghilarducci  wrapped  up  fourth  place  in  league  by 
beating  the  second  place  team,  Acalanes.  Senior  Alana  Roderick  was  MVP,  made  All-League,  and  was 
captain  along  with  Mary  Ann  Hyland.  Honorable  Mention  was  given  to  Monica  Carvajal. 

In  golf  Rickey  Fisher  qualified  for  the  North  Coast  match  by  placing  fifth  and  was  named  MVP  and 
All-league. 

It  was  one  of  the  roughest  years  in  Liberty's  varsity  track  history.  But  there  were  a  few  top 
performances  that  were  captured.  At  the  FAL  Finals  Rudy  Ochoa  ran  a  1:59  in  the  800  meters,  placing 
third  and  making  him  the  second  fastest  800  meter  runner  in  Liberty's  history.  Jim  Meyers  was  captain 
and  MVP  was  shot  and  discuss  thrower  Mark  Shell.

As  in  past  years  at  Liberty,  there  was  change  in  the  air.  With  graduation  requirements  getting 
stricter,  new  classes  were  added,  new  teachers  were  hired,  and  the  administration  was  shifted. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  change  was  in  the  administration.  After  Dr.  Ron  Stewart  was  elected  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  Mr.  Dean  Bettker  was  hired  and  started  in  his  new  position  as  district 
superintendent  on  April  4,  1983. 

The  class  of  1983  will  be  Mr.  Lou  Bronzan's  last  class  as  principal  of  Liberty.  As  Mr.  Bronzan  leaves 
us  he  will  have  many  things  to  be  remembered  by.  Starting  as  an  athletic  coach,  after  many  successful 
seasons  in  many  sports  he  moved  up  to  Dean  of  Students,  he  later  worked  with  Mr.  Boulding  as 
assistant  principal,  and  finally  as  most  of  us  know  him  today  as  the  principal  of  Liberty  Union  High 
School.  He  will  be  missed.  Mr.  Bronzan  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Tom  Himmelberg,  who  started  to  work  July 
1.

THE  BEST  OF  TIMES 

We  started  the  year  with  41  plus  people  and 
finished  with  nine  on  staff  but  that  was  only 
one  of  the  many  things  that  happened  to  this 
year's  annual.  After  the  selection  of  the  theme 
"The  Best  of  Times"  the  staff  selected  a  cover 
which  would  help  carry  it  out.  The  staff  tried 
hard  to  carry  out  the  theme  on  the  division 
pages  and  with  pictures.  The  book  shrank  in 
size  because  ad  sales  were  off  by  over  15 
pages;  a  direct  indication  of  the  economic 
conditions  in  the  United  States.  But  with  a 
new  publisher,  Hunter,  our  book  had  a  bet- 
ter overall  look  than  ever  before  with  a  su- 
per Curriculum  and  Senior  section.  The  var- 
sity basketball  section  was  expanded  to  four 
pages  in  recognition  of  their  fine  league 
record,  10-0.  We  used  a  new  type  of  collage 
and  Gia  Gilson  had  fun  choosing  and  cutting 
the  multitude  of  pictures  that  went  on  that 
spread. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  year- 
book, we  utilized  computers  to  type  most  of 
the  copy  for  the  captions,  headlines  and 
write-ups  in  the  book.  And  if  it  weren't  for 
the  computers  we  might  not  have  had  a  1983 
LION  yearbook  at  all  or  at  least  not  one  that 
would  be  delivered  before  October.  We  found 
using  computers  greatly  speeded  up  many 
of  the  time  consuming  procedures. 
We  met  all  our  deadlines  and  were  rewarded 
with  $176  from  Hunter  for  doing  so.  In  fact 
we  were  ahead  of  the  last  two  deadlines  and 
were  able  to  go  into  the  last  two  weeks  of  the 
school  with  ease.  Yes,  we  can  safefully  say 
that  putting  the  LION  '83  yearbook 
together  was  some  of  the  BEST  OF  TIMES.
